Terrible Tragedy.—A Mother Murders 
Her Four Children and Commits Suicide. 


A terrible tragedy took place near Grove 


City, a village nine miles frnm Columbus, 
Ohio, on Wednesday week, the particulars 
of which we take from the Columbus States- 
man : 


A woman by the name of Ch ristincs, 


Schilling, residing with her husband about 
a half a mile from Grove City, yesterday 
morning about one o'clock, during the ab- 
sence of her husband, murdered her four 
children—three girls and a boy—by throw- 
ing them into a well thirty-five feet deep, 
»nd afterwards jumping in herself. 
It ap- 


pears that Frederick Schilling, the husband, 
was attending a wedding party near Grovo 
City when the deed was committed, and 
that the wife, Chiistiana Schilling, convey- 
ed tho children from iheir heds to tho well, 
a distance of one hundred yards, while they 
were asleep, and then pitched them into it, 
and »ft«rwards flung herself in. 
Neighbors

cabin, standing about a quarter of a mile 
from tho main road, say that they beaid 
the mother and her children singing a hymn 
about ten o'clock at night. 


The husband and father, it seems, did 


not return from the wedding party until 
daylight, and before that lime a lady neigh- 
bor having occasion to draw water from tho 
well, had discovered the bodies of Mrs. 
Schilling and the four children floating on 
the surf.ice. 
She immediately gave the 


alarm, and several gentlemen came to the 
spot and raised the mother nud her four chil- 
dren from tho well. The. family consists of 
a boy named Valentine, 10 years of age ; 
Christiana, a girl 12 years ; Caroline, 5 
years, and Augusta, 3 years of age.

Schilling was about thirty-sir years of ago, 
and was, to all appearances, an intelligent, 
healthy, aud handsome woman.

At New York, ou Saturday morning, in 


the Supreme Court, James Ilodgcrs, the 
'ooy who murdered John Swanston, was 
ordered to be executed on Friday, the 12ih 
d»y of November next. 
Rodders had ra- 


spectable connexions living iu the couutiy, 
but goiog to New York he was soon led in- 
to evil courses. 
One night, while engaged 


in > drunken frolic with two of his young 
•ssociates, he met Mr. Swanston, a respect- 
able old gentleman, walking in the street 
with his wife. 
Some of tho party jostled 


•giinst Mr. Swanston, a few words passed 
between them, aod Rodgers, without more 
»do, drew a knife and stabbed tbe man, in- 
flicting' a mortal wound. For some time 
Rodgers eluded the officers of justice, but 
was finally captured, tried in the General 
Sessions, convicted and sentenced to be 
banned. 
His youth and prepossessing ap- 


pearance excited a great deal of sympathy, 
and no efforts were spared to avert bis im- 
pending fate. 
The Governor was petition- 


ed for pardon, but it was refused. 
His 


counsel applied to the Supreme Court and 
obtained an order for a new trial on the 
ground of error in the proceeding before the 
General Sessions ; but the Court of Appeals 
has reversed that decision, affirmed the 
judgment of the Court of Sessions, and or- 
dered that the sentence be executed. 
Ac- 


cordingly the Supreme Court has issued its 
warrant commanding the sheriff to cause 
Rodgers to be banged on the 12th day of 
November next.
